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Introduction 

HIV/AIDS  and  STDs:  Educational  Materials 

Sexually  transmitted  diseases  (STDs),  once  called  venereal  diseases,  are  among  the  most 
common  infectious  diseases  in  the  United  States  today.  More  than  20  STDs  have  now  been 
identified;  they  affect  more  than  13  million  men  and  women  in  this  country  each  year.  HIV  is 
just  one  of  several  viruses  that  can  be  transmitted  through  sexual  contact. 

If  an  individual  has  ever  been  diagnosed  with  a  sexually  transmitted  disease,  he/she  is  at 
increased  risk  for  HIV  infection,  because: 

•  Many  of  the  sexual  behaviors  that  expose  an  individual  to  other  STDs  can  also  expose 
him/her  to  HIV. 

•  The  sores,  blisters,  rashes  or  other  tissue  changes  that  can  result  from  infection  with  an 
STD,  may  provide  a  way  for  HIV  to  enter  the  body. 

The  materials  found  in  this  Standard  Search  provide  information  on  STDs  in  general  and  on  the 
connection  between  other  STDs  and  HIV/AIDS. 

These  materials  can  be  used  by  organizations  working  to  link  HIV  and  other  STD  prevention 
efforts,  by  individuals  interested  in  the  effect  other  STDs  can  have  on  someone  with  HIV/AIDS, 
and  to  better  understand  behavioral  risk-factors  for  various  populations. 

This  database  search  is  drawn  from  the  CDC  National  AIDS  Clearinghouse's  Educational 
Materials  Database.  The  Educational  Materials  Database  is  a  unique  collection  of  information 
about  hard-to-find  educational  materials  on  HIV  and  AIDS.  It  includes  more  than  14,000 
descriptions  of  brochures,  directories,  manuals,  books,  posters,  reports,  studies,  teaching 
guides,  sound  recordings,  videotapes,  and  other  prevention  materials.  It  includes  materials  for  a 
variety  of  audiences  as  well  as  items  that  focus  on  different  aspects  of  HIV  infection. 

The  information  in  this  database  search  is  organized  by  format;  e.g.  brochures,  posters,  and 
videorecordings.  Within  each  format  type,  the  entries  are  sorted  by  year,  with  the  most  recent 
items  listed  first,  and  then  alphabetically  by  title.  To  order  a  copy  of  an  item  listed  in  the 
database  search,  check  the  Availability  section  of  the  entry.  Some  items  are  available  from  the 
Clearinghouse'.s  Document  Delivery  service  or  Publications  Distribution  service,  and  all  are 
available  directly  from  the  designated  vendors.  The  enclosed  order  form  is  for  Clearinghouse 
materials  only.

This  book  examines  herpes  simplex  virus  (HSV)  from  the  initial  outbreak  through 
recurrent  episodes,  and  discusses  transmission,  symptoms,  and  treatments.  It 
also  includes  a  discussion  of  other  sexually  transmitted  diseases  (STDs),  including 
HIV.  Condom  and  spermicide  use  are  detailed.  The  author  notes  that  HIV  can  be 
transmitted  through  a  break  in  the  skin  created  by  a  HSV  lesion.  In  addition,  he 
dispels  fears  that  HSV  turns  into  HIV  or  that  having  HSV  means  one  has  a 
deficient  immune  system.  The  author  also  explains  that  people  who  have  had  an 
STD  are  generally  placed  in  a  high-risk  group  for  HIV,  since  it  is  probable  that 
these  people  have  had  unprotected  sex.

This  brochure  warns  readers  that  having  a  sexually  transmitted  disease  (STD)  puts 
one  at  greater  risk  of  HIV  infection.  It  emphasizes  the  following  connections 
between  STDs  and  HIV:  the  sores  caused  by  STDs  such  as  herpes  and  syphilis 
facilitate  the  entry  of  the  HIV  virus;  HIV  weakens  the  immune  system,  making  any 
other  STDs  harder  to  treat;  and  STDs  switch  on  the  body's  immune  system, 
causing  HIV  to  multiply  faster.  The  brochure  discusses  the  three  R's  of  STDs: 
risk-taking  behavior,  recognition  of  symptoms  of  STDs  and  HIV,  and  response, 
including  stopping  sexual  activity  and  seeking  treatment  if  an  STD  or  HIV  is 
suspected.  It  also  looks  at  ways  to  protect  oneself  against  these  infections  by 
practicing  safer  sex  and  by  not  sharing  needles.

This  fact  sheet  cautions  readers  that  the  low  number  of  reported  AIDS  cases 
among  adolescents  is  misleading.  It  cites  the  8-10  year  incubation  period  between 
infection  and  diagnosis;  the  probability  that  one  out  of  every  five  people  with 
AIDS  between  the  ages  of  20-29  was  infected  as  a  teen;  and  the  high  number  of 
sexually  transmitted  disease  cases  in  this  age  group  as  primary  reasons.  The  fact 
sheet  discusses  why  HIV  is  spreading  rapidly;  how  high  incidence  of  STDs  poses 
a  major  health  threat;  condom  usage;  and  why  high-risk  situations  make  youth 
vulnerable.  It  concludes  that  HIV  education  in  schools  has  increased  but  content 
quality  is  still  lacking.

This  information  package  provides  information  about  the  medical  management  of 
adolescents  with  HIV  infection.  The  articles  cover  the  epidemiology  of  adolescent 
infection,  HIV-antibody  testing,  medical  treatment,  clinical  trials,  psychosocial 
issues,  sexually  transmitted  diseases  (STDs),  and  risk  assessment  and  reduction. 
Specific  issues  that  are  addressed  include  condom  use,  males  who  have  sex  with 
males,  lesbian  youth,  heterosexual  females,  runaway  and  homeless  youth,  and 
sexual  abuse.  Substance  use,  hemophilia  and  blood  transfusions,  and  congenially 
infected  adolescents  are  also  discussed.  A  health  risk  questionnaire  is  detailed, 
which  provides  information  on  sexual  history,  sexual  behaviors,  and  drug  use 
behaviors.

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ABSTRACT: 


This  video  is  a  collection  of  interviews  with  health  professionals  and  patients  about 
herpes  and  HIV.  The  first  portion  focuses  on  the  prevalence  of  coincident  HIV  and 
herpes  and  the  various  types  of  herpes  virus.  The  transmission  of  herpes  is  also 
reviewed.  The  herpes  virus  tends  to  be  recurrent.  While  it  can  be  controlled  with  a 
medication,  known  as  acyclovir,  herpes  cannot  be  cured.  The  signs  and  symptoms 
of  herpes  are  described  and  the  importance  of  early  treatment  is  emphasized.  People 
with  HIV  tend  to  have  more  frequent  outbreaks  of  herpes,  and  these  outbreaks  last 
longer  than  those  in  their  HIV-negative  counterparts.  Therefore,  physicians 
recommend  that  HIV-positive  persons  with  herpes  remain  on  a  prophylactic  dose  of 
acyclovir.
